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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: regarding the withdrawal of claims 48 and 49, the 
examiner maintains that the language "does not bear" and "unconstrained" is narrower than the discussion of uncoupling the components. 
While the elected embodiment may support a recitation that the projections of one component do not bear on the projections of the other 
(though this language lacks antecedent basis in the disclosure), the claims do not specify that portions of the components do not bear on 
each other. Instead the claim appears to require that the components themselves do not bear upon one another. The elected 
embodiments fail to disclose this feature as it appears that one element is slidably guided in the other element and therefore bears against 
or is constrained by the other element. The unconstrained arrangement appears to be specific to the embodiment of figures 6-7. 



Regarding the "non-force-transmitting manner", the passage noted by Applicant discusses feedback to the input member 60. Since holding 
plate 86 holds the spring 74 unless boost chamber is depressurized, spring 74 compresses and no force is received by pin 66. Further end 
portion 62 of the input member fails to transmitt force to pin 66, thus the parts a uncoupled in a "non-force-transmitting manner" as required 
by the claims. 
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
